nancially. This seems to be 
something that cannot be 
helped. However, when this 


Council, or any Council, uses 
its power. to grant or deny a 
Zone Change in order to DE-~ 
LIBERATELY manipulate land 
prices, this is a gross m‘suse 
of authority. Any such action 
and you would really have 
something that needed writing 
about. 

This is precisely why I took 
part in the action on the Zone 
Change -- “a matter of con- 
science,’’ I found it impossible 
to set back and see the deci- 
Sion on a residential zone re- 
quest made onany grounds 
other than whether or not the 
lot size was correct for the 
area. This would have been my 
course of action no matter what 
realtor or land owner was ine 
volved. Even Councilmen like to 
Sleep nights!

The City Councll Tuesday 
night approved an eight per 
cent pay increase for all meme. 
bers of the Police Department. 

The pay hike, which is effec« 
tive Jan. 1, takes in ranks from 
patrolman through the police 
chief. 

Councllamn Max Hawkins 
presented the salary increase 
resolution as head of the Pos 
Hee and Fire Committee and 
upon recommendation of the late 
ter group. 

Base starting pay for patrol- 
men will now be $589 per month 
with a maximum of $716 after 
five and one-half years’ ser. 
vice. Present pay is $646 witha 
top of $663, 

Base pay for other ranks will 
now be $625 for police investl- 
gator; $667 for sergeant; $707 
for lieutenant; $742 for captain 
and $947 for police chief. 

The chief's maximum = ts 
$1151, 

The vote was unanimous with 
the majority of the council 
agreeing with the Police and 
Fire Committee report that 
“Upland, like many other cle 
ties, is having serious difficul- 
ty recruiting patrolmen,’’ 

The report also pointed out 
that Upland’s Police Departe 
ment, also like other citles, 
was losing many, officers to the 
California Highway Patrol and 
other police departments which 
not only pay higher wages but 
provide additional fringe bene- 
fits. 

Mayor James Christensenal- 
so recommended that Hawkins’ 
comunittee study other pay ine 
centives for those officers who 
attend schools for the purpose 
of furthering their careers, 

Hawkins told the mayor that 
a full study would be made and 
be presented to the Council at 
the 1967 budget session, 

Councilman Gibson and Stone 
also strongly supported the pay 
increase and thoughC ouncilman 
Ronald Rossitter agreed with 
the resolution he said he felt 
that Upland “cannot compete’ 
with the CHP and larger cities 
which pay more handsome Wie 
ges.

‘briefings necessary’ 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS)-- 
An Upland newspaperman called 
for jury duty reported he was 
“shocked”? by remarks of jury 
coordinator Alvin L., Short 
which, tn view of recent high 
court decisions might have fla- 
grantly violated the rights of 
the defendant, 

Mel Hodell, publisher of the 
Upland News, Cucamonga News 
and Montclair Tribune, de- 
scribed his experiences as ‘a 
little hair raising, if one is 
interested in the administrae 
tion of justice in our courts.” 

Hodell said that a 75-mine- 
ute indoctrination talk given the 
jurors by Short prior to a 
trial of a man charged with 
murder ineluded the remarks 
that confessions had been made 
and {i was ‘‘an open and shut 
case.” 

The remarks were made to 
Hodell and 29 other prospece 
tive jurors, Hodell reported in 
his column in the Dec, 8 edition 
of the Upland News. 

According to Hodell, Short 
went far afield when he lece 
tured the jurors for about 75 
minutes on such subjects as 
divorce, juvenile delinquency, 
crime, morals, world history 
and ‘compared the Unted States 
with the fall of Rome and the 
fall of Sparta, andsaid America 
is going straight down the line 
as they did, just as straight as 
the rail in the courtroom in 
front of us.’ 

Short, a retired lieutenant 
commander with 32 years Sere 
vice in the United States Navy, 
is entering his 11th year as 
court and jury coordinator for 
San Bernardino county Superior 
Court. 

The post was created at the 
urging of then Superior Court 
Judge Jesse Curtis, now on the 
federal bench, 

Short contends his post ree 
quires that he outline jurors 
duties and court procedure to 
them, ‘‘Judge Curtis created the 
position to relieve judges of ade 
ministrative duties and save 
court time,’ he explains, 

He offers no excuses for Hoe 
dell’s charges that he touched 
all bases in his lecture to jue 
rors, 

“Everything I said on those 
Subjects has been said before 
by clergymen, the FBI’s J, Ede 
gar Hoover, judges and others,” 
counters Short, 

Relating Short’s long lecture 
to the jurors Hodell says, ‘‘But 
insidiously, I felt it psycholog- 
ically ‘fired up’ jurors to the 
point where they were ready to 
go out and convict any defene 
dant on anything.”* 


Short contends jury briefing 
is necessary in this day of mode 
ern communications and_ the 
complexity of cases upon which 
they are required to pass judge. 
ment. 

According to the court coe 
ordinator he sends out about 
16,000 jury notices annually. 

“To save the time of prose 
pective jurors, so they won’t 
lose time from their employe 
ment or businessesI hold brief. 
ing session around the county, 
I schedule some of them in the 
afternoons, dividing them into 
groups to suit their availabile 
ity. I try to give them an ine 
Sight into operations of the 
courts, problems encountered 
and the citizens’ obligation to 
serve as a civic duty.’’ 

On the day in question when 
Hodell was reporting in San 
Bernardino for jury service it 
appeared that the 30 veniremen 
faced a long wait. To hold them 
for the court’s call Short says 
he took them intoa vacant courte 
room and talked to them longe 
er than is customary. 

During the lecture session, 
Hodell charged: ‘‘He also said 
that the trial was expected to 
last five days and that since 
there were confessions and 
Statements all made it an oper 
and shut case, although the de- 
fendant probably would plead 
not guilty, We would find it a 
very interesting case.’’ 

The publisher found these 
remarks particularly objec. 
tionable, He told Short, citing 
the “fopen and shut’? aspects of 
the case and how the defen- 
dant would plead, was irregular 
and tended to bias the prose 
pective jury; “certainly me.’* 

Another juror followed the 
publisher from the courtroom 
and when both told Short they 
could not go into court with 
free minds they were excused 


from duty. 
Hodell promptly reported 
Short’s session to Superior 


Court Judge Joseph Ciano, 
Scheduled to preside at the 
trial. Judge Ciano ordered Hoe 
dell back and apologies were 
offered by the judge for Short’s 
remarks. Jurors who had heard 
his lecture were excused for 
that day from duty. 

Short’s version is he reported 
his conversation immediately 
to Judge Ciano after talking to 
Hodell, He says the Hodellinci- 
dent was the first of its kind 
in his nearly 11 years as 
juror coordinator, 

"An error can’t be excused 
and I find no fault with Hodell’s 
criticism of me,’? Short de. 
clared, 





Watch out for fine print, 
Business Bureau warns 


the fine print it would be treat- 
ed as a bill. 


The Inland Citles Better 
Business Bureau warns busi- 
nessmen that classified direc- 
tory mailings are on the in- 
crease. 

Cc. A, Barnes, Manager of 
the bureau stated that the 
scheme involves the mailing of 
forms which appear to be legiti- 
mate bills for a business list- 
ing ina directory. In many cases 
the forms are similar to those 
used by telephone companies in 
billing for listings in the yellow 
pages of telephone directories. 

The firms mailing the direc- 
tory billings have no connection 
with any telephone companies. 
However, warns Mr. Barnes, 
the unwary businessman, or 
bookkeeper could easily mail a 
check under the impression they 
were paying for a telephone list- 
ing. The bill like form does state 
in very fine print on its face, 
“*This is a solicitation form and 
not a bill, invoice or renewal” 
and merely by failing to read
